The district has $420,000 in warrants 
out now and hopes this winter’s heavy 
snowfall and any spring or summer 
Showers do not rain on/ithe tentative 
plan, which is to not i§sue any tax 
warrants this year.

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“Tf what we have melts immediately, 
we'll spend $150,000 just like that,”’ said 
Greathouse, snapping his fingers. 

‘The 20 pumping stations listed in this 
year’s budget are projected to cost the 
district $1,142,750 if- snow, rain and 
drainage are severe. If this region 
escapes high river stages, it is possible 
that the pumping stations will cost only 
a fraction of that amount

normal rainfall, only $56,250.had been 
set aside for emergency services and 
disaster operations.

Racisiry aids| cancer patients, research 


By JINNY TUETKEN 

St. Elizabeth Medical 
Center’s new cancer registry 
provides a centralized data 
collection system that 
benefits patients,’physicians 
and cancer research. 

When. a patient at the 
Medical Center is diagnosed 
as having cancer, Registrar 
Pat Callahan reviews the 
patient's medical records at 
time of discharge and 
‘compiles an abstract. This 
record lists the primary site 
of| the cancer, tests per- 
formed, "treatment — ad- 
ministered and stage of the 
disease. 

Each file is updated 
regularly throughout the: 
course of treatment. During 
periods of remission, the 
patient is contacted by letter 
or telephone to keep the 
record current. 

If a patient moves to 
another city, he or she may 
have the registry send a copy 
of these records to the new 
physician. This information 
enables the doctor to resume 
treating the patient without 
interruption or duplication of 
testing.

Vacant GC plant hurts 
A.O. Smith profits 





Closing of the 4.0. Smith 
automotive fram¢ plant in 
Granite City in 1980 has had 
economic effects still being 
felt by the corporation and 
its stockholders, it was 
reported in A.O, Smith’s 
annual report. 

Overall, the company’s 
financial condition improved 
— from a logs of $1,703,000 in 
1980 to a profit of $5,421,000 in 
1981 —, but shareholders felt 
an impact from unsold 
equipment remaining in the 
vacant. Granite City plant, 
according to Jack Birchhill; 
director’ of public relations 
and marketing - com- 
munication for the firm’s 
headquarters in Milwaukee. 

“A review of the value of 
ihe machinery and equip- 
ment remaining at a large 
manufacturing plant closed 
in 1980 resulted in a before- 
tax profit reduction of $1.4 
million in the fourth quarter 
of 1981,” he|said. 

“In the fourth quarter of 
1980, there! were several 
fdvorable |yearjend ad- 
justments, including some 
related to the same plant 
closing, that had 4 positive 
impact on profits. In 1980, 
A.O. Smith had an after-tax 
loss of $6.6 million, resulting 
from. the closing of the 
plant,’ the réport stated. 


The Corporation has 
reported a profit for 1981 of 
$5,421,000, or $1.11 per share, 
on sales of $783,749,000, 
compared with a, loss of 
$1,203,000, or 35-cents per 
share, on sales of $693,684,000 
in 1980, according to L. B. 
Smith, chairman and chief 
exetutive officer. 

In the fourth quarter’ of 
1981, the company had a loss 
of $1,249,000, or 25-cents per 
share, on sales of 
$166,288,000, compared with 
profits in 1980 of $7,201,000, 
or $1.47 per share, on sales of 
$176,154,000. 

Smith,said in view of the 
poor profit performance in 
1981, and the outlook for 
continued general economic 
recession in the first two or 
three quarters of 1982, 
directors cut the quarterly 
cash dividend on common 
stock to 12%-cents per share 
from the previous rate of 25- 
cents per share. 

“This is our second poor 
year in a row,”’Smith said, 
“and in view of the outlook 


‘for the general economy in 


1982, our directors felt it 
prudent to further reduce the 
cash dividend.” 

The 25-cents per share rate 
was established in July when 
it was reduced from 35-cents 
per share. The. dividend 
approved is payable today to 
shareholders of record Feb, 
1, 1982. 


Smith said the full force of 


the’ recession was felt 
throughout the company in 
the fourth quarter. Nearly 
every operating unit in the 
company had a drop in unit 
volume, compared with the 
same period in 1980. 

Three of A. O. Smith’s key 
markets housing, 


_agricultural equipment and 


the auto and truck industry 
— were harmed by high 
interest rates and other 
economic factors throughout 
1981, Smith said. He added 
that the recession in these 
industries is forecast to 
continue through at least the 
first half of 1982. 

Even though the overall 
1981 results were un- 
satisfactory, there were 
some bright spots during the 
year, Smith said. =

Proposals for increased in 
student |housing rates and 
the University:Center fee at 
Southern Illinois University 


at Edwardsville were 
received Thursday by the 
SIU Board of Trustees. The 
board jalso received a 
proposal for a 20 percent 
reduction in the student 
government subfee of the 
Student Welfare and Activity 
Fee. 

A proposed 
$3.50 fr the University 
Center fee would be effective 
summer quarter, while the 
other changes, if| approved, 
would hot be placed into 
effect stl September. All 
three proposals were held by 
the board for consideration 
at the March 11 meeting on 
the Edwardsville campus. 

For housing, an increase of 
$11 per student per month for 
single students and similar 
increases for family units 
are proposed. , 

The University Center fee 
currently is $28.50 for 
students enrolled for one to 
five hours; $32 for six to 11 
hours; and $35.50 for 12 hours 
or more. University officials 
said the proposed increase of 
$3.50 for all students is 
necessary , because of in- 
flationary increases in 
operating costs and a 
reduction in tuition revenues 
previously retained to 
support the center. During 
Fiscal |Year 1983, the Cen- 
’ter’s gperating; budget is 
scheduled to lose $80,780 in 
retained tuition funds, in 
accordance with state 
legislative budgeting and 
appropriation procedures. 

Uniyersity housing 
operations at SIUE also are 
being | affected: by the 
legislative-mandated phase- 
out of tuition retention funds, 
and housing officials have 
estimated the loss in tuition 
support for housing at 
$104,000 during Fiscal Years 
1982 ahd 1983. During the 
same | period, utility and 
other inflationary cost . in- 
creases are expected to total 
nearly| $160,000.. However, 
operating efficiencies have 
reduced the total funds 

to about $182,000 in 
‘according. _ to 


increase _of 


university officers. 
Presently, a single student 
pays $78 per month to live in 
a two-bedroom, four student 
unit. Under the proposal, the 
rent would be increased to 
$89 per month, effective 
Sept. 1. In the family housing 
units, the current rent is $200 
per month for a two-bedroom 
unfurnished apartment; 
urider the proposal, the rent 
would be increased to $230 
per month. Rates for other 
types of units would be in- 
creased proportionately. 
The Student Welfare and 
Activity Fee includes seven 
subfees: student activities 
and organizations, student 


programming, 
government, recreation 
programs, publications, 
student medical benefit, and 
student legal services. At a 
meeting [on Jah. 15, the 
Student Senate approved a 20 
percent reduction in the 
student government subfee, 
which funds the operations of 
the senate. The proposal 
would reduce the fubfee to 60 
cents, $1,60 and $1.60 in the 
respective categories.. The 
total Student Welfare and 
Activity |Fee would be 
reduced to $11,60| $20,05 and 
$20.05 in 
categories.

Ministers train in 
aiding alcoholics 


{ Twenty area ministers 
att@nded the first in a series 
of ‘three all-day workshops 
on ‘‘Ministering to the 
Alcoholic,” presented by the 
staff of St. Elizabeth Medical 
Center’s chemical depen- 
dency unit, Talbot Hall, as a 
community service. The first 
session was Feb. 8 and the 
second session was to be 
today 
Paul Smith, director of the 
program, told the ministers 
that the pastor, being the 
most available counselor, is 
a key person in the recovery 
process.- However, Smith 
cautioned, the difficulty will 
almost always be presented 
as an emotional or family 
problem. The chemically 
dependent person will insist 
that the drinking or drug 
abuse is only a result of other 
problems, not the cause. 
Smith reported that 
ministers can also doa great 
déal to re-educate ‘and 
change attitudes in. the 
community by reminding 
their people that ‘the 
chemically dependent 
person suffers from a 
disease and not a moral 
weakness. It is a disease that. 
., dangerous and 
‘ive, but teatable; 
ith early assessment, 
can be arrested in the 


beginning stages, before 
much of the physical, 
emotional and _ social 
damage occurs. 

Smith stated that this is a 
very real community con- 
cern, since (chemically 
dependency knows no social 
class. Only three percent of 
those afflicted fit the ‘‘skid- 
row’’ stereotype that people 
think of when the term 
alcoholic is mentioned. 

Today’s session was to 
feature [Dave Fitzgerald, 
Talbot Hall. chaplain, who 
will offer guidelines for 
pastors| in) confronting 
parishoners with alcohol 
problems. The |Talbot Hall 
treatment; program, which 
teaches alternative lifestyles 
so that a “happy sobriety” 
can be achieved, also will be 
discussed. 

The third and final session, 
on Monday, Feb, 22, will deal 
with’ the family program. 
The emphasis | will be on 
restoring the families’ 
stability and strength.

“Vocational education is 
ata crossroads," Dr. Gill 
comments. ‘Although it 
traditionally has been .a 
leading provider of the 
skilled workers business and 
industry need to function 
efficiently, its vast potential 
for improving the economid¢ 
well-being and. ‘productivity 
of our state and nation’ is 
being undercut. At a time of 
enrollment expansion, it 
faces funding reductidn.”

Artifacts reveal history

An artifact is any object 
that is made or modified by’ 
man. ‘Throughout the history 
and pre-history of the world; 
great many people have 
lived, and they made and 
modified many — things, 
Artifacts’ are world-wide, 
with the possible exception 
of Antarctica. 

In Europe, Asia and 
Africa, there are a variety of 
extensive artifacts. The 
pyramids of Egypt and the 
erected slabs of Stonehenge 
are among the most famous 
But the remains of huge 
buildings and even entire 
cities are not uncommon 
Artifacts are almost 
everywhere! 

In the United States, the 
situation is drastically 
The Americas 
were not occupied by 
mankind to any significant 
extent, until about 
years ago. Human beings 
have. not been around this 
continent very long, so the 


13,000- 


accumulation of artifacts is 
considerably less than 


4 elsewhere. Furthermore, the 


natives of North and South 
America did not become as 
mechanically _ sophisticated 
aS the rest of mankind. 

In the United States, 
massive artifacts are un- 
common, The man-made 
mounds of the mid-west and 
parts of the south are out. 
standing examples of human 
attiyily. In the southwest, 
cliff. dwellings | and large 
buildings can be found. But 
for the most part, the dld 
artifacts’ of the United States 
consist primarily of flint 
objects: * projectile points, 
khives, scrapers, axes,/etc., 
and pottery fragments. 

History is the period that is 
covered by a written record 
Pre-history is the extremely. 
long period of time where 
there is ‘no written record to 
assist us. Before man 
learned to, write and 
preserve his writings, ar- 
tifacts are almost the only 
source of information about 
human beings and their way

They, located Some pebbles 
with one broken face, in 
association with ancient 
animal bones, These items 
were, dated jabout thrée 
milJign years ago,’ long 
before modern man ap- 
peared on the world scene. 
Electron .microscope 
examination bf the |fossil 
bones showed some 
distincitive grooves on the 
surface. These markings 
unlike ‘anything 
produced by.|a carnivore 
using his teeth] and claws ‘on 
an animal carrass.. 

The | anmthropologist took 
the broken pebbles and used 
them |to scrape meat off 
animal bones. ‘The markings 
were very similar .to the 
grooves found in-the ancient 
fossil bones. This strongly 
suggests that tool using took 
place long before modern 
man developed. Some early 
hominoid |(man-like 
creature) had developed the 
primitive skill] to break the 
edge of a pebble and then use 
it to assist in devouring an 
animal carcass. Apparently, 
these broken pebbles of three 
million years) ago are the 
earliest artifacts. 

From this’ simple begin- 
ning, the %incestors of man 
very slowly but steadily. 
advanced the skill .of 
working stone. Homo habilis, 
who lived about one to two 
million years) ato, was’ a 
maker and user of several 
stone implements. |None 
were elaborate, but, they 
were-a| definite advance 
from | the edged pebble. 
Later, Homo erectus 
produced stone —hand| axes, 
and a wide assortment of 
tools and weapons. And then 
Cro-Magnon man, the first 
modern man,| produced an 
assortment of| sophisticated 
stone implements, soMme of 
delicate workinanship.

That exercise involves 
layoffs of 7,300 employment 
specialists and the closing of 
600 employment offices 
across the nation in fiscal 
1982. 

That’s in addition to 5,200 
layoffs. and the closing of 400 
offices in 1981. 

Public employees in every 
jurisdiction are well aware 
of the immense problems 
that state and local govern- 
‘ment are undergoing as a 
result of inflation, recession 
and, above all, the severe 
cutbacks in federal aid.

Nutrition — 
still a key 
to health

Today, lets zero in on one 
group of people — the elderly 
and their special 
nutritional problems. But 
much of what| we'll be saying 
will apply to paople of all 
ages. | 

When the |over-60 group 
was growing! up, not much 
was. known) about what 
constituted a’ good '|-diet. 
There is still a lot of 
misinformation being 
nutrition, 
particularly by food faddists. 
Many people have no way of 


knowing whether. his 
material is factua) | 
If a book ‘omises a 


person more vigor and more 
healthy) years of life, the, 
reader may want to try the 
pescPibed diet which 
might nop be suitable and 
possibly even harmful, 

Another factor in the 
choosing of foods by pr for 
the elderly is |loss of teeth or 
poor-fitting dentures. People* 
without any teeth at all can 
eat quite a variety of foods if, 
they know the basics of good 
nutrition | 

A third problem, which 
eventually happens to|all of 
us, is dulling of the senses of 
smell and taste. 

‘The smell of good food can 
make you want to eat jt, but 
older persons who haye lost 
much of their sense of/smell 
don’t have this stimulus. 
And, to many people, 
foods taste alike, 

Many older people |avoid 
some foods because ‘‘it 
doesn't sit| well on my 
stomach.” And they’rejright, 
for as|we age, there is a 
reduction in digestive fluids « 
in the stomach. | 

This can lead to slower 
digestion of food and| often 
poor tolerance of fats, such 
as cream, gravy, fat meats 
and fried foods, 

Another problem many 
elderly people encounter, 
especially if they are |living 
alone, is a lack of interest in 
preparing nutritious meals.< 


They rely more and more 
on convenience or already 
prepared foods, and many of 
the foods in|this group are 
high in .carbohydrates, 
especially Sele 


Unfortunately, some older 
people — and a lot of young 
believe that a 
multi-vitamin -pill) will 
balance their diets and 
provide for all their nutrition 
needs, This is a false notion. 
Supplemental vitamins 
should be taken only when 
prescribed by a physician. 


Many older people |suffer 
from malnutrition because 
they don’t take advantage of 
services in their community. 
The local hospital is a good 
source of information. So are 
senior citizens’ centers and 
the Visiting Nurse 
Association. 


The Meals’ on Wheels 
program here furnishes a hot 
meal brought to the 
homebound once a day. Area 
residents can apply for the 
food stamp program if 
eligible. 


There is ‘alg the nutrition 
program of the | Older 
Americans Act |which 
provides hot| meals in some 
Illinois comrhunities, once a 
day, five days a week, for 
anyone more than 59 years 
old and their|spouses. People 
contribute |jto this on a 
voluntary basis, depending 
on what they feel they can 
afford. <

Sp read—and 
follow—the label directions, 
and ‘be alert to hazards. 

Vaporizing j liquids, var- 
nish removers and tile glues 
can be! highly flammable. 
Solvents, ee as benzene, 
toluene, and! xylene, can 
cause soreness and in- 
flammation if splashed on 
skin. { 

You may want to wear 
plastic or rubber gloves and 
safety glasses to protect 
hands and‘ eyes from 
hazadous products. It is also 
important to wash off 
products which burn or 
damage skin) tissue if you 
should ‘spill {hem on your 
skin. | 


Spray paints and/ other. 


flammable or toxic products 
should be used out-doors, 
whenever possible. If you 
must use them indoor$, keep 
the windows and door's open 
for good ventilation. 

Look for products sold in 
their least haardous forms.

The concentration and 
length of exposure to a 
dangerous product are key 
factors in home repair in- 
juries. For example, vinegar 
is a diluted acetic acid which 
can safely be) used on food.

Another example of 
danger by degree is the 
highly vilattile ¢ontact 
cement. A tiny amount used

Proper storage also is 
essential in preventing 
accidents. Products should 
be kept in their original 
containers and placed well 
out of the reach of children.

Manning's attack by saying he was 
proud of the work ‘being done by the 
Madison County court system. 
Manning cited a series of newspaper 
articles in the St. Louis Post-Dispatch 
detailing what it calls ‘(The Hidden 
Industry” of personal injury suits. He 
said he expected to be named in the 
articles and would react |by contacting 
the Federal Bureau of | Investigation 
and the Internal Revenue Service to 
give any information he could to the 
agencies. | t 
“I welcome from our (court’s) point’ 
of view any investigation,” Moran said.
